The University Library is contained in @ building of its own, 
situated on the east side of the campus that lies to the south of the 
Main Building. All students who have paid a library fee to the Bursar 
of the University ere entitled to the privileges of the Library. Besides 
Reading Rooms the Building contains Departmental Studies, which may be 
used as study-rooms by honour students in the various branches and in 
which the Professors hold seminary courses.- The Library is opened at 
8.45 every morning and remains open until 5.15 in the afternoon (6 p.m. 
during the second term). Books may not be taken out of the building 
during the daytime, but are lent for the night shortly before the hour 
of closing, to be returned the following morning before 10 o'clock. 
Books not in general demand may, on special application, be borrowed for 
a longer period. Failure to return a borrowed book at the proper time 


and other breaches of the regulations are punishable by fine or suspension 


from the privileges of the Library.

Dear Mr- President: 

I tried to see you yesterday, hearing that you 
were going to be away for the best part of a fortnight, in which 
case you will not be present at the next meeting of the Board of 
Governors, I presume. Russell is likely to bring up the question 
of adoption or amendment of the Report of the Comittee on the Univer- 
sity Press, because he and Mr. Miller interviewed both me and Mr. Ham 
ilton @ couple of days ago- From a too hurried: conversation we had 
on University Press affairs, it is quite evident to me that Mr. Russell 
is not so thoroughly posted on the affairs of the Press or the problems 
connected with the management of the Press that his advice should he 
taken as the last word on the subject. He passed very lightly, howe 
euare over the questions regarding the Press and seemed more interested 
in Mr. Hamilton's advantages in connection with the Students’ Book De- 
partment. I enclose a copy of a letter which I wrote to him yester- 
day, in which as you see I ventured to suggest that the Board of Gov- 
ernors should refer back to the Committee the Committee's Report, in 
case any substantial alterations were proposed. That seems to me the 
only sensible thing that the Board of Governors could do, because the 
Committee, which includes two members of the Board of Governors besides 
yourself, is after all the body which has been responsible for the 
policy of development of the University Press. I am afraid, however,

Dear Mr- Russell: 

After you had left me yesterday, I thought of something that 
I should have said to youe If the Governors consider that the present finan- 
cial situation requires them to cut off the ten per cent. profit with which 
the Press is credited on all printing for University Departments, then either 
the fimed salary of the Manager should be increased by $ 150.00, or his per- 
centage of profits should be increased to produce the same result. I hope 
the Governors will not cut off that ten per cent-credit, because it is our 
only reliable working capital, and you as a manufacturer know how important it 
is to have sane reserve of this kind. However, if they decide to economize 
on our working capital, there is no reason why they should also economize on 
the salary of the Manager. His work and responsibility are just the same. 
This adjustment would then not affect the main recommendations of the Committee 
as to the Manager's remuneration. If any radical alteration of the recom- 
mendations were contemplated by the Board, I presume the Report would be re- 
ferred back to the Committee with the suggested alterations.
